WHAT CONTRIBUTED TO THE DEFEAT. 
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Easy Living and Added Years Told Against 
John IL. 

OLruric Crus, New Orveans, La., Sept. 7. 
—The laurel has shifted. John L. Sullivan 
has had some new sensations. So has James 
Corbett. One has been knocked off the 
pedestal of pugilistic championship and the 
other has climbed into his place. And how 
does it appear to the spectators? 

Truth told, it seeins as though Corbett won 
easily. The impression left by the rapid spec- 
tacle is that Sullivan was at no moment in the 
path of success. And the physical evidences 
of this as apparent at the finish—what were 
they? Corbett, the winner, at the moment of 
his victory was keen, quick, alert in every 
round, unmarked by bruise or blood. His 
face was aglow with steady interest and 
wore a half smile, and he was ready to attack 
his foe with ferocious force had his foe been 
able to rise. These were the conditions of the 
victory. 

Sullivan was reeking with blood, smashed, 
bruised, jellied, and nearly, if not quite in- 
sensible. These were the evidenees of defeat, 
and it was when these had been established 
that the laurels shifted, and a new man had 
been born into championship. 

Why was Sullivan dethroned? He himself 
had contributed to the causes oi his own 
downfall. Had his life had no excess Sullivan 
would have been able to fight the struggle 
more effectively to retain his prestige. He is 
not relatively so good a man at 34 as hun- 
dreds of other men at that age. His 
face is furrowed, “not alone by 

ears, but by the: methods ot 

ig living. His ponderous body, too, bore the 
trace not alone of time, but of easy living. 
His condition was not comparable with that 
of*his foe. It could not be. There was the 
accumulation of age and wide freedom 
which could not de trained away 
without impairing the man. Sullivan, 
too, had been overconfident. He had 
been contemptuous of needful measures for 
his perfect condition. He was Sullivan, and 
Sullivan could not lose in battle. Corbett has 
taught him otherwise, and how? Starting

It is to be regretted that Mr. Man- 
ierre, one of the really first-class men of the 
present board, was not renominated. But he 
personal effort to secure re- 
nomination, and conventions are nowa- 
days so conducted in large cities that per- 
sonal effort is necessary to success before 
nominating bodies, The new men, Messrs. 
Turner, Deasey, Shutters, and Quinn, are all 
reputed to be excellent busiz.ess«men, popular 
in their respective localities, and it is believed 
that their nomination will add strength to the 
ticket. | 

The convention was conducted ina most 


orderly manner, It deliberated as to its se- 


lections and made few mistakes. It was in 
striking contrast to the mock Democratic con- 
vention which assembled in the same plare a 
little over two weeks ago. The nominations 
will not detract from the strength 
of the State and national tickets, but 
will add to their popularity and will 


give confidence in the hope that the Repub- 


licans will succeed in carrying Cook County this 
fall by an old time Republican majority. 
There are fewer disappointments than usual 
as the result of the convention. Harmony has 
been restored in the party councils. Every 
element and section of the party is fairly 
represented and there are no complaints of 
the domination cf any faction or clique. The 
convention did its work well. 


THE MAYOR AND THE CHIEF OF POLICE. 
An examination of the full report of the tes- 
timony given by Mayor Washburne and the 
Ohief of Police, in the Garfield Park gam- 
bling case, which was tried before Justice 
Biume, reveals nothing which justities the ex- 
cited language of some lawyers about gross 
perjury,” or of partisian papers about the 
flat contradiction of the Mayor by Maj. Me- 
Claughry, and about the impossibility of the 
latter remaining in office under the former. 
There is no reason, as far as the evidence 
shows, why they should not remain on as 
good terms as ever and continue to codperate 
harmoniously in the public duty of putting 
down public gambling and saving thousands 
from being robbed and ruined. 

Some weeks ago the two officials had a con- 
versation. . Neither can recollect the exact 
date—according to the Mayor it was two, 
three, or four weeks ago —and they disagree 
in their recollection of what was said. That 
has happened millions of times, and will con- 
tinue to happen. The Chief of Police says 
that he related the rumors about the readiness 
of each gang of gamblers to put up money 
for the Republican campaign fund if the 
authorities would “‘down”’ the one or let up 
on the other. According to the Mayor’s 
recollection he understood the Chief to say 
that a formal offer had been made to him 
by the Hawthorne Park gamblers to close up 
those at Garfield Park. It is easy enough to 
see how a remark by Maj. McClaughry to the 
effect that-he had heard certain reports might 
be understood by the Mayor as meaning that 
offers had been made directly to his subordi- 
nate when such was not the fact. Tun Tris- 
uvE has no doubt that each of the gentlemen 
swore to what he believed to be the truth, and 
it sees no reason why their relations should be 
in the least degree strained. There is nothing 
discreditable to either in the variance in their 
memories. 

Nor would there be any danger of a disa- 
greement, but for the fact that certain parties 
are desperately trying to kick up a row be- 
tween the Mayor and the Chief, and are endeav- 
oring to blacken one or both of them in the 
public estimation, and to create the impression 
that each of them is on friendly terms with a 
special set of gamblers. It is alleged that the 
Mayor is intimate with a newspaper man who 
is a friend and champion of the Garfield Park 
gang; that he has dealt gently with that rob- 
bers’ nest, and itis intimated thatthis alleged 
‘* friend” having pumped the Mayor prompted 


| the lawyers for the gamblers to ask the ques- 


tion about the McClaughry interview with the 
Mayor in regard to proffered bribes. 

The Chief of Police is accused of being on 
intimate terms with some of the persons inter- 
ested in the Hawthorne Park gambling place, 
outside of the city limits, and of raiding the 
Garfield Park gamblers for their benefit, a 
wholly improbable story. It is sufficient to 
say that a person who is a leading politician, 
lawyer, or Chief of Police may have au ex- 
tensive list of tough acquaintanees, who do 
not, however, have the least control over him. 
As for the gra ver charges, there is no ee 
of their trath— not a particle. 

The people of Chicago will be governed in 
making up their minds on this question by 
the subsequent developments, If the Mayor 
should order a cessation of enforemg the law 
on Garfield Park gamblers they would well 
doubt his sincerity. If he allows the Vhief of 
Police to continue his energetic policy against 
that den of robbers the people will believe 
that Mr. Washburne is bent on putting an end 
to gambling in this city in one of its worst 
forms, and intends in good faith to redeem 
his preélection pledges, If the Mayor should 
remove the- Chief of Police because of a dis- 
agreement as to the exact substance of an old 
and immaterial conversation the people would 
not be pleased nor approve the act. For they 
have seen as yet nothing calculated tu shake 
their faith in Maj. MeClaughry. 

The wisest course for the Mayor and Chief 
is to stick together and go ahead with their 
business. The gamblers are trying to separate 
them in order to destroy them in detail, and 
then run the town according to their own 
sweet will and pleasure. If the Mayor 
weakens, shows the white feather, lets up on 
the gamblers, and thus violates his pledges to 
the people he simply destroys himself forever 
as a public man,

DEATH OF JOHN G. WHITTIER. 

Death has been busy among American men 
of letters during the last fewdays. Thomas 
William Parsons, whose translation of the 
“Inferno” of Dante is one of the crowning 
triumphs of American scholarship, passed 
away a few days after the genial occupant of 
the Easy Chair, and now the telegraph brings 
the sad intelligence of the death of the good 
and gentle Quaker poet, John G. Whittier, at 
the home of a friend in Hampton Falls, N. 
H. It cannot be said his death was unex- 
peeted, for he was in advanced age and had 
long been an invalid, so that it was doubtful 
from the first whether he would rally from 
the assaults of disease, but his passing away 
is none the less sad an that account. 

Mr. Whittier will be sincerely mourned, for 
he was eminently the poet of the people. 
Though descended from a peace-loving stock, 
in his earlier days he fought the battles of the 
oppressed and his lyrics inspired the leaders 
of the anti-slavery cause and the soldiers of 
the Union, As early as 1836 he was one of the 
Secretaries of the American Anti-Slavery So- 
ciety, and as the editor of the Pennsylvania 
Freeman he was a victim of mob vielence. 
His muse, however, never sang an uncertain 
or wavering strain in the cause of human lib. 
erty, and the purity of his life and his absten- 
tion from politics added all the more force to 
his songs. When slavery was abolished and 
the war was over he settled down in his quiet, 
beautiful life in New England and became the 

poet of Nature in all its phases. His pictures 
of the sea, the. fields, woods, ‘and 
mountains have never been excelled, and 
almost any collection of his numer. 
ous poems might be taken as a guide 
book along the New England seacoast or 
among the hills of Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire, with which he was intimately fa- 
miliar. But picturesqueness is not the only 
conspicuous feature of his poems. What has 
endeared him to the people is the sweetness of 
nature, the charity for humapity, the si-nple, 
trusting faith, the wholesome sentiment of the 
man. He was the Burns of his country with- 
out the failings of the Scotch poet of the peo- 
ple, His love was all-embracmg, his creed 
the simplest form of religion. His sympa 
thies were as strong as his nature was pure 
and sweet. His verse was graceful and ten- 
der. While he made no daring flights, yet 
there are many of his poems, like “ Snow 
Bound,” “Barbara Fritchie,” “Mand Mul. 
ler, ” “The Tent on the Beach,“ es Miriam, ”

A BILL OF PARTICULARS NEEDED. 

The junior Democratic organ seems to be 
dissatisfied with the present tariff law, and oc- 
cupies a column in setting forth. the grounds 
for ite displeasure. One of them ia; 

Scores of the duties which it imposes are 
entirely prohibitory, In these cases the tariff is 
not even for incidental revenue, It is not for 
revenue at all. It is for robbery only. Scores 
more of the duties are almost prohibitory. In 
these cases revenue is a very trifling incident and 
not the purpose of the act at all. Robbery is the 
main purpose it not the only one. 

That the tariff as a whole is not prohibitory 
of imports is evident from the fact that the 
total value of imports, dutiable and free, dur- 
ing the last fiscal year was $828,000,000, That 
the duties imposed do not keep out the Goods 
on which they are levied is apparent from the 
other fact that the value of dutiable goods 
brought into this country during the last fiscal 
year, 1891, was $370,000,000.. Nor is the 
present tariff prohibitory of revenue, for the 
eustom-house collections amounted to $178,- 
000,000 on those goods. If the government 
had received more money from this source 
there would have been a surplus in the T'reas- 
ury. The Democrats say they are opposed to 
legislation which piles up surpluses in the 
Treasury. 

It appears, then, that the tariff as a whole is 
not open to the objections made by the 
junior hypercritical organ. Nor is there any 
one of the schedules of the tariff which is pro- 
hibitory. Metals, woolens, cottons, silks, lin- 
nen, leather wear, chemicals, earthen and 
glass ware, sundries, etc., have come in in 
spite of the duties, some of them, like glass 
and wool, in increased quantities, 

But the junior organ says that scores of 


duties prohibit the importation of special 


items of goods. Scores must mean at 
least forty. Under the circumstances would 
it not have been better to use a little of the 
room wasted in vague denunciation in speci- 
fying the forty or more commodities where 
the duty is prohibitory—prevents importations 
and also the forty or more cases of nearly 
prohibitory duties? Then readers could go 


to the official reports and see if the junior 


Democratic organ was misquoting and per- 
verting them as in other instances; notably, 
regarding. ex ports and iin ports of gold. 

The organ should make up its little table 
showing the duties which are prohibitory, and 
then, if animated by real zeal for the interests 
of the public, it might, as one.of the victims 
of what it considers unconstitutional legisla- 
tion, appeal to the Supreme Court for redress. 
lf that tribunal said prohibitory duties were 
unconstitutiona! that would end the matter. 

lts first duty, however, is to cease its vague 
and incoherent brawlings about scores of 
prohibitions and give a few cold facts, so that 
people can see what, if anything, there 1s to 
howl about. ; ’ 
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THE GARFIELD PARK MURDERS. 

The murder of a policeman and the proba- 
ble fatal shooting of another by a Texan 
desperado, horse- racer, and gambler at Gar- 
field Park furnishes final and couvincing evi- 
dence of the infamous ‘hatacter of the place, 
as it has been conducted and patronized for a 
long time past by some of the worst of all the 
bad people to be found in this city. It ena- 
bles even the dullest to perceive the dangerous 
nature of the birds of prey which have con- 
gtegated there daily and that their talons and 
beaks are ever ready for the work of destruc- 
tion, it exposes to the most careless observer 
the fact that the Garfiela Park “ entertain- 
ments” have constituted’ a pesthole equally 
fraught with evil to the morals of the com- 
munity as any plague-smitten ship could be 
to the lives of the people. It is an unanswera- 
ble argument in favor of suppressing the in- 
stitution, root and branch.» 

Turning to a recently written page 
of our civic history we find that when Mr. 
Hempstead Washburne was nominated for 
Mayor it was on a platform that pledged 
him to put down gambling in the city. 
He wrote a letter stating that he stood 
firmly and faithfully on that platform, 
and he was elected mainly on account 
of. his unqualified pledge to a commu- 
nity which was painfully aware howshameful- 
ly open gambling had been tolarated in the 
two preceding years. If he had refused to 
come out flat-footedly as he did, the vote cast 
for him would have been less than that given 
for Elmer Washburn, and the latter would 
probably have been elected Mayor, 

After having been elected Mr. Washburne 
cast about for a suitable person to be Chief of 
Police. He found him in Maj. McClaugbry, 
a citizen of this State, but then at the head of 
the Pennsylvania Reformatory, Men in 
prominent position in both parties thought 
very highly of the Major's selection, and be 
accepted it not without some reluctance, as 
he was well aware the new position would be a 
difficult and burdensome one, while that he 
‘was asked to vacate was in some respects in 
better accordance with his life work, besides 
being better paid than the one in Chicago, 
He dame here on urgent invitation and went 
to work. He has labored fearlessly and ener- 
getically ever since to stop gambling. He 


has brought a badly demoralized police force 


into good condition, and with it has done his 
best to carry out the formal instrac- 
tions given him by the Mayor and 
the policy. set forth by him in his 
letter of acceptance. He has met with 
greut difficulties, not the least of which was 


the undermining and treachery, not an the 


part of the Mayor, but by employés of the 
Police Department. There has been strong 
reason to suspect that’ some of them have 
been on ‘altogether too friendly terms with 
the persons whom it was their duty to Hold 
aloof from, except when ordered to investi- 
gate their conduct or arrest them for infrac- 
tions of the law. Maj. MoClaughry has con- 
teudpd successfully with this treachery and 
eliminated some, if not all, of it from the 
fored. Finally, this miserable Garfield Park 
busigess has come up for solution as one of 
the moat crying evils of the time. 

After a series of vague and indeterminate 
judicial utterances on the subject, the Corpo- 
ration Counsel being out of the city, the 
Chief of Police consulted one of the most 
proniinent lawyers, Mr. Jewett—a man whose 
Opinions carry the same weight with those 
who know him best as do the decisions of the 
Judges. He gave an opinion to the effect that 
the ¢ity authorities have full power to sup- 
press gambling, which is forbidden by both 
the latter and the spirit of the laws of Illinois, 
and also that the Garfield Park horserace 
“entertainments '’ may be suppressed, as 
being carried on for gain without a license 
having been taken out therefor. This opinion

Of the 160,503 
votes cast at the election of 1891 only 46,589 
were cast for Cregier, the gamblers’ and ma- 
chine candidate, and 113,915 for the three 
men, neither of whom was expected to allow 
the gamblers to continue in business if he 
were elected, It is fair to presume that three- 
fourths of the 200,000 voters now in the city 
would favor the suppression of the gamblers, 
and 30,000 out of the 34000 workingmen who 
were in procession last day would vote 
that way if the matter were directly submitted 
to their suffrages. The honest and respectable 
popular sentiment being all one way in es- 
teeming the Garfield Park entertainment 
to be a monstrous evil and a nuisance and the 
law on the subject being clear, while there is 
no dispute or room for it in regard to the 
character of the men who have condutted it, 
the path of duty is a straight and obvious one. 
It is to crush the thing out of exwtence, leav- 
ing nothing more substantial than the horrid 
memory of its vileness, which has culminated 
in the commission of the most heinous crime 
recognized by che criminal law of the State. 


THE ORIGINAL WELL-SPRING OF THE

In other words the operators who are trying 
to persuade the others to strike, coolly an- 
nounce that at this busy season they can inflict 
upon the telegraph companies more loss than 
at any other time, utterly regardless of the 
enormous mischief the strike would inflict on 
the innocent business world and the whole 
public in general, who have nothing todo 
with their squabbles about wages and hours 
of labor, and ought not to be made to suffer 
because of any difficulty between the oper- 
ators and their company, 
ately propose to stop a large part of the cur- 
rent of business of the people, to interrupt the 
flow of intelligense across the land and under 
the ocean, to paralyze the markets of the 
world, and shut off the greater part of the 
news now published by the daily press unless 
they be allowed to dictate terms to their em- 
ployers! 

This recklessness of conduct is reprehensi- 
ble in the highest degree, and must de re- 
formed; It is a gross outrage for any small 
fraction of the great community thus to set 
itself up in battle array against the mighty 
mass of the people and inflict upon them un- 
told damage for some grievance, real or 
fancied, at the hands of Jay Gould, and for 
which the injured people are neither morally 
nor legally responsible, If the General Gov- 
ernment owned and managed the telegraph 
service of the country in connection 
with the postoffice business, which is 
where it properly belongs, no such 
monkeying with the rights of the public 
would be permitted.

SEVEN WOMEN BEATEN BY WHITECAPS. 


Lawlessness in Tennessee Growing Out of 
the Recent Miners’ Troubles. 
Jzxz10c0, Tenn., Sept. 7.— [Special. Since 
the recent miners’ troubles lawlessness has 
run riot in the mountains here. A whitecap 
organization that came into existence some 
two months before the outbreak has been 
especially active and scores of men on the 
mountains who did not come actively to the 
assistance of the miners have been brutally 
beaten.

RECOVERIN 6 LOSSES. 


STREET CAR STOCKS ADVANCE AS 
FAST AS THEY DECLINED. 


Brewing Stocks and Strawboard Also Sell 
Higher—Reports of a Loss of Condition 
in Corn in Kansas Cause a Bulge Which 
Affects All of the Cereal Markets—Pro- 
visions Act Irregular Under Local 
Manipulation—A Little More Talk 
Abeut Cholera. 


Yesterday was an exact repetition of the day 
before in the street railway market; there was an 
immense advance followed just at the close by a 
marked reaction. West Chicago street railroad 
stock was carried up to 194, an advance of 13 
points. North Chicago stock sold up to 247. 
Nearly all day every one was a buyer and no one 
seemed to have stock for sale. It was the old 
story. The market behaved in just the way that 
it behaved when the stock was first on its way to 
the 200 point and beyond. The amount of finat- 
ing stock seems to be exceedingly small, 
and whenever there is anything like a 
concerted. demand prices jump with great 
radidity. The advance yesterday was of 
course too rapid, judged by any of the ordinary 
rules of a stock market. It must be remembered, 
however, that the decline by which present prices 
were reached was even more rapid than the pres- 
ent advance. If traders are right in saying that 
the decline carried prices tov far down, there can 
be no objection to a recovery which is as rapid as 
was the decline. The market got filled up with 
the stock yesterday towards the last, and prices 
slid off easily when they started on the down- 
ward course. Concerning the extent of the ad- 
vance, however, the break at the last was of 
small moment. . 

There could be no better evidence of the small 
amount of stock that is floating about in the 
hands of ordinary speculators tham the fact that 
it was possible to have a decline of such severity 
as the recent one without causing the least em- 
barrassment to any one concerned in the market.
